Much Interest Shown at Meeting Held 
At Bloomington, III.— Many Im­ 
provements Are Made.

V hen a little country town of TOO 
People raises $4,200 to put in con­ 
crete pavement around the square, 
it is a sure sign that the good roads 
germ is active there. 
This is what 
the people of McLean, in 
McLean 
county, IU., have done. 
Now 
they 
have hard pavement the year around 
where before the mud was frequently 
so deep that it was unsafe for a man 
to get out of the buggy to tie his 
horse. 
■The good roads germ 
has 
been 
working in several places in McLean 
county. 
Just outside of McLean is a 
strip of macadamized road that is 
still in good condition after 
eight 
years of service. Leading southwest 
from Bloomington is a stretch of the 
finest country' road in the state—as­ 
phalt-bound macadam. 
Out a little 
farther on the same road a mile or 
two of water bound macadam is be­ 
ing put in. 
Next year the plan is to 
lay a mile of concrete road. 
Nor does 
the effort stop with the attempt to 
get satisfactory hard roads. 
There 
are 
drained, 
well 
crowned, 
well 
dragged 
earth 
roads 
everywhere— 
roads that good care has made as per­ 
fect as an earth road can be. 
These were some of the things that 
members of the Illinois Highway Im 
provement association and others saw- 
on a hurried visit to McLean county 
November 30. 
They came on invita­ 
tion of Eugene Funk, a member of 
the state highway commission, says 
the Prairie Farmer. 
They went away 
more determined than ever to carry 
the fight for improved roads to a suc­ 
cessful finish. 
In a talk a t the evening meeting 
President Edens of the highway im­ 
provement. 
association 
stated 
that 
the association was not organized pri­ 
marily in the interests of 
antonio 
biles, but for the best interests of the 
state as a whole. 
S. E. Bradt of Dekalb county, a road 
commissioner, said that his township 
has put in an average of two miles 
of macadam roads per year for the 
past seven years, at. a cost of about 
$4,000 a mile. 
This money was taken 
out of the regular road funds. 
This 
year a mile of concrete road was put 
in. 
Mr. Bradt believes that this will 
prove the coming material for hard 
roads, as macadam roads need repair­ 
ing all too frequently. 
State Highway Engineer 
Johnson 
stated that, if two per cent, of the 
roads in Illinois w-ere 
paved 
these 
hard roads would reach ail cities of 
3.000 or more inhabitants, with possi- 
oly one exception; would reach most 
of the cities of 2,000 or more; and 
would serve four ftfths of the through 
traffic needs of the state. 
He advo­ 
cated using the automobile 
license 
fund 
t h make a start on such a sys­ 
tem. 
C. S. Miller of Alexander 
county 
stated that the people in the southern 
end of the state want the state to 
build the main roads, this to he fol­ 
lowed by county improvement of the 
other roads, with perhaps some help 
from the state. 
They also advocate 
the use of convict labor on the roads, 
and the abolishment of two-thirds of 
the present number of highway com 
mfssioners. 
He was followed by Mr. Donovan of 
the Highway Commissioners associa­ 
tion. 
He said that the commission­ 
ers do not wish to block all changes 
of the present laws, hut they do want 
fair treatment. 
Ile stated that much 
more would he accomplished under 
the present system if the 
commis­ 
sioners had more money. 
There is probably no man in Illinois 
who knows more about the road ques­ 
tion than Homer C. Tice, chairman of 
the legislative good roads committee. 
His committee has 
devoted 
much 
time to investigating 
the 
problem 
from every possible angle, and is pre­ 
paring a very comprehensive report 
to hack up the hill which it will in­ 
troduce into the legislature. 
Some of 
the best information received by the 
committee was from the rural mail 
carriers of the state. 
Answers to the 
questions sent out by the committee 
were received from 2.6C0 carriers.

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Weeds. 


W w 'd s have been aptly defined aa 
plants out of their proper place. Thus. 
K entucky blue grass is a treasure in 
the lawn and a weed in the adjacent 
corn field. 
W e are all more or less 
fam iliar with what we generally call 
weeds—dandelion, pusley, quack grass, 
thistles, burdock, pigweed, 
mullein, 
milkweed, and many others, because 
these plants are always out of place, 
as far as the ordinary back yard form­ 
er is concerned. 
They are easily 
controlled in the 
flower beds. because these beds are 
usually sm all in size, the soil is loose 
and the weeds pull out easily. 


In the vegetable garden, it is an en­ 
tirely different proposition, however, 
H ere the weeds start about two laps 
ahead of the earliest vegetables, hav­ 
ing planted themselves the year be­ 
fore in preparation for a fl\ing start. 
The soil is 
firm and 
they 
anchor 
them selves for the season in a very 
determined manner. 
If we assail them early, before they 
are anchored, we can win out, but they 
never give up the battle and success 
is the result of constant labor. 
It ’s 
really 
rem arkable, too, how 
a man 
grows w e a k e r as the gardening season 
progresses. 
The sun gets hotter, the hoe duller, 
the weeds more defiant, the soil hard­ 
er, 
the 
mosquitoes 
start 
business 


earlier and stay later, and it is only 
the thought of previous labor invested 
that saves most gardens about 
the 
Fourth of Ju ly. 
Under such discouraging conditions 
it behooves us to study the habits of 
our garden weeds and attack them in 
the most effective manner. 
After plowing and pulverizing 
the 
ground, plant the early crops and let 
the weeds get a good start on thereat 
of the patch. Cut every one off below 
the ground with a sharp hoe, just be­ 
fore planting later crops. 
As soon as 
they start again cut they 
off 
again. 
Those that grow' from perennial root 
stock, like the dandelion, 
should 
ho 
pulled up. 
When the vegetables come up, keep 
the earth between the rows hoed at. 
all times, going over the garden after 
each rain to break up the 
earth’s 
crust and hold the moisture in the 
ground. 
W hy should we keep the weeds out 
of the garden? 
Principally 
because 
they steal water from the vegetables, 
and 
water 
is 
the 
very life blood 
of plants. Secondly, the weeds are all 
very hearty feeders and every one in 
your garden is using up a considerable 
proportion of the available plant food. 
Remember that hoeing is good for 
both the garden and you. the 
more 
hoeing the better, and a wheel hoe or 
hand cultivator is about the best tool 
that 
ever 
was 
made, especially in 
Ju ly .

The depth at which potatoes should 
ho planted is a matter of considerable 
importance,

Some growers advocate shallow’ plant 
ing, and others just as strongly favor 
deep planting. 
That there must be a 
depth at which the highest yield may 
he obtained seems reasonable. 
This1 
df'pth will undoubtedly vary with dif 
ference in weather conditions, conse 
quently any investigation along this 
line should be carried on for severs 
years in order to obtain reliable data 
An experiment was made 
at 
Iror 
River, Wis., on sandy soil of rathei 
open texture, to get some information 
on this point. 
The ground was plowed in the fal 
and given a dressing of manure at the 
rate of ten loads per 
acre 
in 
th* 
spring. 
This was disked 
into 
th 
ground thoroughly before planting 
The land w*as nicely 
leveled 
before 
planting by moans of a drag. Twenty 
one rows, running north and south 
were planted, 
each row 
three 
fee 
apart. 
The potatoes 
w'ore 
planter 
with a planter in order, as follows: 


At 4 inches 
deep. 4 rows 
At 6 inches 
deep. 4 rows. 
At 8 inches 
deep, 4 rows. 
At 4 inches 
deep. 3 rows.

In this way any possible lack of 
uniformity of soil was to a great ex 
tent neutralized.

inches second, while the rows planted 
at eight inches came up last. 
There 
was a difference of about two days be 
tween each set. 
The set planted at 
four inches grew’ fastest and produced 
somewhat stockier vines.

est planting was not quite as good .J 
stand, although the difference w*as not 
very great. 
Exactly the same treatment as tc 
cultivating, spraying, etc., was giver 
to all the rows. 
No weeds were a1 
lowed to grow', and the beetles werf 
killed before they did any materia’ 
damage. 
The crop was dug the lattei 
part of September. vtfth the following 
results: 
The potatoes planted foul 
inches deep yielded at the rate el 
140 bushels per acre; 
the six-foci! 
depth yielded at the rate of 124 bush­ 
els per acre, and the eight-inch depth. 
102 bushels per acre. 
From this it would seem that sin 
inches would be the maximum depth 
at which to plant potatoes.

There are a number of different, mr? 
terials which furnish 
an 
excellent 
place for the hens to scratch in, savj 
a writer 
in the 
Poultry 
Journal. 
Leaves are probably the stuff most 
used by the small poultrymen. 
These 
are good if gathered when perfectly 
dry. 
They must be put into the pens 
every few’ days, because the poultry 
will break them into dust by their 
continual scratching. 
I find oat straw 
about as cheap in the long run, be­ 
cause it lasts quite a while and furn­ 
ishes some feed if fed before thresh­ 
ing. 
Some of my neighbors have tried 
feeding buckwheat as a scratching 
material and a feed combined. 
Buck­ 
wheat, is too fattening and should be 
used only occasionally. 
Corn busks 
make an excellent scratching material. 
Shredded or cut corn fodder does very 
well if there is nothing else on hand. 
I do not like any form of meadow' 
grass or swale for scratching ma­ 
terial because it m*»ts down too much 
when cut and not enough when not

perspiration is being wasted a t 
this 
very moment because of the use of im­ 
proper tools, 
or the misuse of the 
proper ones for tho purpose. 
Most of 
th is w aste of tim e is due to lack of 
Inform ation about tools on the part of 
th e user, and the misinformed 
pur­ 
ch aser can 
secure 
little intelligent 
inform ation from tho average hard­ 
w are clerk, as m ost of them seem to 
have been recently promoted from 
th e ribbon departm ent or the soda 
fountain. 
It is much easier to do garden work 
w ith sharp tools. 
Every stroke is 
clean and true and it goes where it is 
sen t with half the effort a dull tool 
requires. 
T he American factory mechanic 
is 
reputed to spend three tim es as much 


o f his tim e sharpening his tools as do 
th e European workmen, but ho pro­ 
duces nearly twice as much finished 
product thereby. 
Tho sam e principle 
applies to the use of garden tools. 
K eep them sharp and in good working 
order. 
A flat, fine file is m ighty handy 
to 
have about. 
W ith it you can sharpen 
y our hoe, spade, trowel, 
cultivator 
teeth, grass shears and lawn mower. 
T he file will m ake an 
ideal cutting 
edge on these tools and this edge 


should have a perfectly flat bevel, at 
an angle of about 45 degrees. 
Hoid 
the tool firmly and use a little m a­ 
chine oil to help the file cut the steel. 
Of course, edged tools, like 
tho 
sickle, scythe, and 
pruning 
shears, 
have to be ground on a grindstone or 
emery stone, and then resharpened 
from tim e to tim e w ith a whetstone. 
The bevel of the edge m ust be as 
acute a s possible on 
this 
class 
of 
tools. 
The best tool for spading up soil is 
not the spade, but the spading fork. 
It penetrates the soil much easier and 
pulverizes it more in turning over. 
If 
the spade is preferred, it should 
have as Ant a blade as possible, to 
prevent clogging. 
Tho hoe is the m ost useful tool 
in 
the small garden and it should have 
a large and heavy blade. 
The addi­ 
tional width will do more work with 
the sam e num ber of strokes and the 
heavy head does more effective work 
because of its added momentum. 
A rake is of ra th e r small importance 
after the seed is once planted, but it 
is 
an 
excellent and 
practically in­ 
dispensable im plem ent for leveling and 
pulverizing the seed bed. 
Use a cast 
iron rake of the narrow’ type. 
The 
w ide ones are too hard to handle. 
For the larger garden, a hand cul­ 
tivator or wheel hoe is fine and 
a 
great tim e and muscle saver. W ith it 
the entire garden can be hoed easily 
in the same length of tim e one takes 
to hoe a ten th of it by hand.
